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REMARKS 

Entry of the foregoing amendments and reconsideration of this application are 
respectfully requested in view of the following remarks. Claims 1-4, 6-9, 14-23, 25-27, 29, 33- 
35, 37-38, 40, and 42-47 are currently pending in this application, with claims 1 and 23 being 
independent claims. Claims 5, 24, 28, 36, 39 and 41 have been canceled. Claims 44-47 are new 
claims. Applicants respectfully submit that these amendments introduce no new matter. Based 
on the above Amendments and the following Remarks, Applicants respectfully request that the 
Examiner reconsider and withdraw all outstanding objections and rejections. 

Interview Summary 

On behalf of the Applicants, the undersigned wishes to express appreciation to Examiner 
Pham for the courtesies extended during the telephonic interview conducted on March 4, 2009. 
During the interview, Applicants and Examiner Pham discussed potential claim amendments to 
overcome the outstanding claim rejections under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12. 

Claim Objection 

Claim 23 has been objected to because of an informality. This claim has been amended 
to remove the language objected to by the Examiner. As such, Applicants respectfully submit 
that this objection has been overcome and request that it be withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections under 35 U.S.C. § 112, First Paragraph 

Claims 1-9, 14-29, and 33-43 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the written description requirement for containing subject matter which 
was not sufficiently described in the specification. 

Claims 5, 24, 28, 36, 39, and 41 have been canceled, rendering moot the rejection of 
these claims. 

Regarding claims 1-4, 6-9, 14-23, 25-27, 29, 33-35, 37-38, 40, and 42-43, Applicants 
respectfully direct the Examiner to the Specification for the above-identified application, which 
specifies that the application is a continuation-in-part of U.S. Appl. No. 10/087,053 (now U.S. 
Pat. No. 6,970,881) and of U.S. Appl. No. 10/393,677 (now U.S. Pat. No. 7,194,483; hereinafter 
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"the '483 patent"). The term "category" is aptly described and defined in the '483 patent 
specification (for example, at col. 3, In. 38-40; col. 4, In. 7-11; col. 6, In. 18-21; col. 8, In. 36-42; 
col. 18, In. 15-16), and as such, is aptly described and defined for purposes of the above- 
identified application. Applicants submit that this disclosure is sufficient to reasonably convey 
to one skilled in the art that the inventors, at the time the application was filed, had possession of 
the claimed invention. Accordingly, Applicants respectfully request that the rejections under 35 
U.S.C. § 1 12, first paragraph be withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections under 35 U.S.C. § 112, Second Paragraph 

Claims 1-9, 14-29, and 33-43 also stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which Applicants regard as the invention. 

Claims 5, 24, 28, 36, 39, and 41 have been canceled, rendering moot the rejection of 
these claims. 

Claims 1-4, 6-9, 14-23, 25-27, 29, 33-35, 37-38, 40, and 42-43 have been amended to 
clarify that a subset of objects is associated with a category and that the presence or absence of a 
concept within a subset of objects associated with a category is determined as part of the multi- 
dimensional analysis. 

Applicants submit that the description of the term "category" within the '483 patent 
specification is sufficient to overcome any concerns that the term is indefinite for purposes of 35 
U.S.C. § 1 12. Applicants additionally submit that the claims as amended are sufficiently clear to 
allow the Examiner to conduct a reasonable search of the prior art. 

Accordingly, Applicants respectfully request that the rejections under 35 U.S.C. § 112, 
second paragraph be withdrawn and that claims 1-4, 6-9, 14-23, 25-27, 29, 33-35, 37-38, 40, and 
42-47 be allowed.
